had been drinking and had a quarrel 
based on money matters resulting in 
MacArthur going and obtaining the 
shotgun and firing two shots at Crook- 
son, both of which missed. 


Hearing the disturbance, Ivan Palen 
arose and sought to restore order and 
as he was leaving his quarters met 
MacArthur, who ordered him at the 
point of the gun to go back to bed. 
Palen went. 

MacArthur is then said to have fired 
a shotgun in the window of an adjoin- 
ing cabin for the sole purpose of awak- 
ening the occupant, who readily sup- 
plied him with a flashlight when asked 
for it. 

Some time during the brawl, Crook- 
son had been hit over the head with 
the shotgun with such force as to break 
the stock, and then MacArthur fancied 
himself an officer and determined to 
bring Crookson to Placerville. 

The first car hailed was occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Weichold, who were re- 
turning to Placerville following a visit 
to Sacramento, and Mr. Weichold 
aereed’ to bring the “deputy sheriff” 
and his “prisoner” to the county seat. 
Mrs. Weichold chose to wait in Shingle 
until her husband should return. 

The management of Locust Inn, 
nearby, called Sheriff George M. Smith 


lbut the sheriff did not hear the tele- 


phone ring and subsequently the Locust 
Inn people were able to get in touch 
i with Officers Fowler and Sabich of the 
highway patrol.

Along the 
route, the two state traffic officers 
passed the car and when Weichold 
reached Shingle Springs he drove 
alongside the state car and jumped out 

The officers took MacArthur into 
custody without resistance. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Smith and daughter, 
Edna, returning from the Rainbow 
meeting at Auburn, had awakened 
Sheriff Smith and he and District At- 
torney Lyon met Officers Fowler and 
Sabich at the courthouse where they 
lodged MacArthur in jail and delivered 
Crookson to the hospital. 

Sheriff Smith and District Attorney 
Lyon continued the investigation Sun- 
day, taking “Louie” into custody as a 
material witness. 

Dr. C. V. Sorocco rpeorted Monday 
noon that Crookson’s injuries consist- 
ed of a laceration of the scalp and a 
cerebral concussion. It was expected 
he would be able to leave the hospital 
later in the day.

Laws, Survey Reveals 


Most motorists. do not know how 
quickly their cars can be stopped, about 
half don’t know the speed laws of their 
own cities, while many are unfamiliar 
with the right-of-way rules. 

This statement was made today by 
the public safety department of the 
California State Automobile Associa- 
tion on the basis of material prepared 
by AAA national headquarters from a 
number of questionnaires, reports and 
surveys from many parts of the coun- 
try. 

It was found that most drivers 
thought their cars could be stopped 


within fifteen feet or less while go- | 


ing 20 miles an hour, while the correct 
answer is nearer seventy, feet. The 


majority of the drivers questioned be- |

lieved they could stop within sixty 
feet at 40 miles per hour, whereas 
even with ideal conditions, the car can- 
not stop in much less than one hundred 
and fifty feet. 

With regard to speed limits, 
drivers knew the right limit in school 
zones, but did not know the limit for 
residential districts.
